timid congressmen. He has answered the 
questions, and he has not hesitated to 
express his views just as they are, 
To the sub-treasury scheme for the estabiish- 
ment ofa warehouse in each county in the 
United States in which the farmer may deposit 
bis non-perishable products, and borrow eighty 
per cent of their value from the government 
in greecnbacks to be issued for the purpose,and 
at one per cent interest, he is opposed, and so 
expresses himself in unmistakable terms. As 
to the St. Louis convention resolutions, he says 
he had no copies of them, or he would answer. 
However, he remembers to have read them, 
aud says some he approves and some he does 
not approve. 
THE SUB-TREASURY PLAN DISCUSSED. 

As to the sub-treasury plan, he says two bills 
to that effect bave been introduced in con- 
gress, both by request. Then he writes to the 
Farmers’ Alliance association of his district, 
which association recently sent him their 
questions as to the sub-treasury and other 
schemes, to be answered before they can sup- 
port him for re-election. Here is what he says: 

Each bill provides for a loan of money by the 
government of the United States on warehouse 
receipts, and without discussing the details of 
either, I tell you in all candor, that I can't con- 
scientiously vote for either of said bills, for the 
reason that the government of the United States 
has no power under the constitution to loan 
money, under any cireumstances. Section 8 of 
article lfof the constitution dec ares. 

1. That congress shall have power to levy 
and collect taxes, duties, imports and exports to 
pay the debt, etc. 

2. To borrow money on the credit of the United 
St ites, 

To reguiate commerce with foreign nations and 
among the several states, etc. 

‘‘Then there follows twenty-five other grants 
of power which cover the whole field of powers 
granted, and not one of which, even by infer- 
ence or strained construction, authorize the 
United States toloan money. Ihave taken 
an oath to support the constitution, and cannot 
support these measures without violating it. 
If either of the bills should pass, which I tell 
you is impossible, it is presumed that the pres- 
ident would veto it, and if he did not the su- 
preme court would be bound to declare it un- 
constitutional and void. I think I could show 
othor objections to the scheme in the matter 
of the multiplication of federal offices, and thé 
impracticability of it, and the issuance of unh- 
limited “‘greenbacks’’ until they wonld 
be worth but little more than 
confederate money during the . war. 
But.it is unnecessary for ime to discuss these 
matters, as IT am confronted by the constitu- 
tional question at the very threshold, and can- 
not go any further. 

“T have never known a democrat worthy of 
the name who did not favor an observance of 
the constitution as our fathers made it. If 
democracy does not mean thisit is no better 
than republicanism. The eyils which cause 
the present depression of the farming industry 
of the country cannot be met and overcome by 
any such measure as that proposed by the sub- 
treasury and warehouse bills. No, these evils 
and that depression result from the burdens of 
insiduous over-taxation, the combination of 
mouicpolies and trusts, and partial or class leg- 
islation.”’ 

THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 

**The union between the Farmers’ 
and the Unjon Laborers’ associatior 
judgment, was an unfortunate one for the 
southern farmer. The Knights of Labor 
have been for years,~and are now besieging 
congress in behalf of class legislation. They 
insist on a law that all government employes 
shall work but eight hours for a fuil day’s pay, 
and that they shall ‘have from fifteen to thirty 
days inthe leave of absence with full pay. 
The farmer has to work ten or twelve hours to 
make one-halfas much, and frequently not 
one-third as much per day as. the government. 
employe makes, andifthe farmer takes any 
leave of absence to enjoy a rest he is not paid 
wages for that time, and let him remember 
that the wages paid from the treasury are 
taken largely from him in taex.s These labor 
organizations are all the time. besieging con- 
gress for more pay and higher wages. Last 
winter the Knights of Labor had such an in- 


lliance 
in my 


gradually retire that system. The banks are, 
by law of congress, allowed to take no more 
interest for the use of money than the law of 
the state in which they are located makes iaw- 
ful, norcan they withdraw from circulation 
more than two million per month. The grad- 
ual extinction of the banks,as I have suggested, 
would make the volume of circulation less un- 
less a substitute is provided. I think the present 
volume of currency, which is something less 
than fifteen hundred million dollars, ought to 
be increased and money made more plentifal. 
The business of the country requires it. To 
eifect that end I am in favor of the free coin- 
age of silvor, and. will vote for it this session. 
I am also in favor of the issuance of 
coin or bullion certificates on both gold and 
silver deposits, with the treasurer. Such cir- 
tificates may be made to take the place of 
national bank notes, and will afford the best 
currency in the world. Iam in favor of: re- 
lieving the farmer on the Andrew Jackson 
plan. Stop taking their substance by unnec- 
essary taxation, and leave that which is un- 
necessary for the government in, the pockets 
of the farmers. 

I am opposed to subsidies and aids from the 
treasury to corporations, to which the farmers 
have to contribute in taxation. The distressed 
farmers seek partial relief by praying congress 
to distribute money more liberally and in 
larger pensions. The annual expenditure 
from the treasury in payment of pensions for 
the present yearis over one hundred millions 
of dollars. The people of the late seceding 
southern states pay about one-third of all that 
reaches the treasury. They, therefore, 
contribute* every year to this pen- 
sion fund about {thirty-three millions. 
Not exceeding one million of this sum is dis- 
tributed for pensions in those states. There- 
fore there is an annual drainagé of thirty-two 
million dollars from the people of these eleven 
states, which is distributed among the people 
of the northern and western. states. Southern 
representatives in congress, even if united 
against this, are powerless to prevent it. Un- 
fortunately some of our distinguished senators 
and representatives vote for and encourage 
these pension appropriations. I never have 
and never will.” EK. W. B. 


WIND, RAIN AND HAIL. 


Severe Storms fn Illinois and Indiana—The 
Rain Fell in Torrents. 

BLoomineTon, I11.,.April 14.—The most un- 
usual fall of rain yesterday raised th streams 
out of their banks, carrying away many bridges 
on country roads. In this city four inches of 
rain fell in Jess than an hour. There was a re- 
markable fall of hail stones, as large as hickory 
and walnuts. Thestormin south Blooming- 
ton seems to have been even more severe than 
here. Glass in greenhousesin the city were 
demolished by the hail. At Minier, seventeen 
miles west, nearly every glass in town was 
broken. The country between Minier and 
here was deluged and considerable injury 
done to the Chicago and Alton track. 
of ties floated away, and many lodged on the 
rails. Young wheat and garden vegetables 
were crushed flat. 

One of the most severe wind storms, accom- 
_panied by rain and hail, visited Covington, 
Ind., yesterday afternoon. Hail stones as 
large as walnuts covered the ground 
to the depth of about 4$ inches. Many 
window lights were demolished, and consider- 
able damage was done to growing crops. 

The heaviest rain storm ever known at Kan- 
kakee, fell yesterday afternoon. The storm 
was general throughout eastern [llinois, ac- 
companied by hail and a brilliant electric dis- 
play. For half an hour the rain fellso rapidly 
that the streets overflowed. The storm.will 
put farmers behind in their work for some 
time, as well as injure the grain now in. 

A very heavy fall of rain, accompanied by 
hail, reached Pekin, I11.. yesterday afternoon. 
The water fell in torrents, flooding the streets 
and many store cellars. Hailfell as large as 
walnuts, damaging trees that are advanced.

This was con- 
sidered a violation of the rules of the union, 
and aman was sent te wait on McKew and to 
inform him that he would be required to work 
in the shop. 

McKew went to his employers and informed 
thei of this. Theresult was that Miller & 
Hughes quietly informed the union men that 
such of them as were dissatisfied with ther ac- 
tion in em loying McKew might leave. 

Seven of them left, and when the tailors 
met last night they declared Miller & Hughes 
a non-union shop, in consequence.

When Judge Lumpkin arrived this morning 
and questioned the jury they reported that: ne 
verdict had been reached. He then informed 
them that he should leave for Sparta at 2 
o’clock and adjourn Hancock superior court, 
which, but for this case, would have opened 
this morning. He would then return here, 
and give this jury allthe time it required te 
reach a verdict. When the jury retired te 
their room, Judge Lumpkin said he considered 
it specially important to Warren county that 
this tedious and expensive trial should not be 
thrown away by discharging the jury teo seon. 
He didn’t believe it possible toe get 
another jary in the case «OC in 
Warren county, though, of course, the effort 
would have to be made if a mistrial was had. 
The result would be that after summoning 
every juror in the county no jury would be.se- 
cured, and the case would have to be removed 
to another county. Warren county would have 
to pay for the trial in the other county, and it 
would cost something like five thousand dol- 
lars. It was very important to this county, 
therefore, that.a verdict should be reached if 
possible, and he meant to give the jury the 
amplest opportunity to agree. 

Counsel on both sides agreed in this view, 
and requested that the jury be held accard- 
ingly. 

Judge Lumpkin went to Sparta and ad- 
journed that court this afternoon and returned 
tonight. ‘ 
THE RUMORS OF THE DAY, 

Rumor has not been idle, and the industrious 
dame has it that only one manon the jury is 
holding out against a vertlict for acquital, that 
the other eleven have been ready to make a 
verdict at any time, but he votes persistently 
“guilty” on every ballot in the jury room.

A HIGHER TRIBUNAL 


PASSES UPON JUDGE CLARKE’S DE- 
CISION IN THE TOLLESON CASE. 


The Lawyers and the Lower Court are Criti- 
cised—Tolleson to Remain in Jail, but 
Judge Clarke Must Amend His Order. 


Tho Tolleson case was decided yesterday by 
the supreipe court. 

The decision is against Mr. Tolleson, but 
how far remains to be seen. 

He must stay in jail until he complies with 
Judge Clarke’s order, but the judge is directed 
to amend his order. That order required Tol- 
leson to deliver to the recéiver the assets of 
the Mercantile Banking company in his pos- 
session, custody or control; but it failed to 
state what assets were found in his.possession, 
custody or contro], and failed to show what or 
how much he must turn over in order to be re- 
leased. . 

According to the supreme court nobody eould 
know what Telleson must doto comply with 


_the order, neither Tolleson, nor the receiver, 


por in case the jadge should die or resign, the 
court itself. 

The assets which the supreme court require 
to be stated in the amended order are those 
which at the time of the trial, more thana 
year ago, were then shown by the évidence to 
be in his possession or control. It would seem, 
therefore, that the $6,000 or more alleged to 
lave been unearthed since that time, cannot 
be reached unless -by some other or further 
proceeding. He cannot be kept in jail for the 
withholding of some vague or uncertain 
amount, but only for what he was clearly 
shown to have. 

It is claimed that the assets thus shown to 
be in his possession or control amount to com- 
paratively little. 

The decision, as will be seen, is somewhat 
critical. It was delivered by Mr. Justice Sim- 
mons. . 
The History of the Case. 

He begins by reciting the history of the case 
as shown by the record, whichis, in substance, 
as follows: 

The proceeding was brought by the Peoples’ 
Bank of Alabama _ against 
Banking Company of At- 
lanta, of which Tolleson was president, 
and Richards cashier. The petition of the 

labama bank was addressed to the superior 
court of this county, and was filed January 
2th, 1889. It stated, in substance, that the 
Mercantile Banking company owed the 
plaintiff $781.84, payment of which had been 
refused; that $505 of this was foran Alabama 
bond which it had bought for the Atlanta bank 
at the latter’s request, and that the remainder 
was for collections made for it by the Atlanta 
bank and not remitted; that this bond was 
sold to John A. Colvin, whose note, uot yet 
due, the defendant held, although claim- 
ing to have sold it; that the plaintiff 
was induced by fraud and false _ repre- 
sentations to credit the Atlanta bank; that 
Tolleson and Richards, the alleged presi- 
dent and cashier, were the original and only 
stockholders therein, as wellas the. banking 
company, Who were insolvent and heavily in 
debt,owing large amounts for collections made 
for various parties, and not remitted. 

it was charged that the banking company 
was preparing to dispose of its assets by trans- 
fer or otherwise, and that there was pressing 
necessity for a receiver totake charge of the 
assets and hold them for the benefit of the 
creditors, that the only available assets of the 
defendant were his office furniture and safe, 
but that he received by every mail large reimit- 
tances in collections which it failed to apply 
to his creditors, 

Other creditors, alleging a large indebted- 
ness, came in and were made parties to the 
bill. 

The court appointed a temporary receiver, 
and directed the defendant, its agents and of- 
ficers, to turn over the defendant’s assets of 
every kind. 

The receiver reported that he had demanded 
of Tolleson the defendant’s assets; that Tolle- 
son stated that he was in possession of every- 
thing, or words to that effect, but only turned 
over a few notes and bills (in ti main past 
due), small amounts of nominal value,and the 
books of account; and that he failed to 
turn over any property or money  repre- 
senting the capital stock, or make any excuse 
for such faifure. He represented that Tolle- 
s0n had not in good faith complied with the 
order, and prayed that Tolleson be required to 
show cause why he should not be attached for 
contempt of court. The court granted the 
order prayed for, and Tolleson appeared in 
response to it, and answered under oath that 
he neither had then,-nor did he have at the

, time the order was served upon him, any 


money, property or effects belonging to the 
Mercantile Banking company, in his posses- 
sion, custody or control. 

Judge Clarke’s Order. 

After the hearing, Judge Clarke passed the 
following order: 

On hearing the above stated motion of said 
receiver, and on consideration of the evidence, ‘it 
it orderef that J. R. Tolleson be and he is hereby 
committed to the common jail of Fulton county, 
there to remain until he complies with the order 
or the court heretofore made with respect to the 
delivery of the assets of the defendant corporation 
to said receiver. 

This was on the 29th of January, last year. 
Tolleson has been in jail ever since. He first 
carried the case to. the supreme court on the 
ground that his detention in jail was impris- 
onment for debt, and unconstitutional. The 
case was decided against him in that court 
last fall. He then came to the supreme court 
again, on other grounds, which are dealt with 
in the present decision. 

Yesterday’s Decision. 

Judge Simmons, in dealing with the first 
ground urged by Judge Hopkins, Mr. Tolle- 
son’s counsel, says: 

He coutended with great zeal and ability 
that an order made on the corporation and not 
extending to its officers or agents, could not be 
the foundation of proceedings for contempt 
against an officer who merely failed todo what 
was required to be done by the corporation; 
that before the court could punish Tolleson for 
contempt, he must have been made a party to 
the petition and service made on him as an in- 
dividual; that service on him as president of 
the corporation was not sufficient to authorize 
the court to punish him as an individual for 
disobeying an order to turn over the assets of 
the corporation. 

Under i facts of the case we cannot agree 
with him jin this view of the Jaw. It will be 
remembered that the corporation was alleged 
to be insolvent; that Tolleson and Richards 
were the only members thereof ; that they were - 
insolvent; that demand was made upon Tolle- 
son for thé assets of the corporation, and that 
he admitted that all the assets were in his pos- 
session, and refused to turn them over, with 
the exception of an _ ineonsiderable por- 
tion of little or no value. It ap- 
pears from the opinion of the judge, 
which is in the record, that upon the trial the 
evidence showed that Tolleson had in his pos- 
gession a large sum of money which he had 
failed to turn over to the receiver. It also ap- 
pears that when Tolleson was served with a 
rule nisi to show cause why he should not turn 
over the assets, he appeared in court and an- 
Swered the rule under oath, not as president of 
the corporation but as an individual, and that. 
he cross-examined the witnesses and took part” 
in the proceedings before the court.

procedure by distringas and ~ sequestration, 
usual in England and some of the states of 
this country, to enforce obedience tothe court 
os Se corporation, has not been in use in this 
State. 

**When a court acquires jurisdiction over a 
corporation as a ty, it obtains jurisdiction 
over the official condnct of the corporate 
officers so far as that conduct may be involved 
in the remedy of the corporation which the 
court is called upon to enforce. So far as that 
remedy requires affirmative action by the cor- 
ponte pending the suit, such action can be 

ad only through the officers or agents of the 
corporation. Without obedience on their part 
to commands addressed to the corporation, 
there can be no obedience to such commands 
whatever. Any refusal by the officers to do 
in behalf of the corporation an act which the 
court has commanded the corporation to per- 
form, and which it can perform alone through 
them, is an obstrnetion by sreh officers to the 
order of the court, and stands on the same 
foeting as would the interference by a stranger 
to hinder or prévent the doing of the act by 
the officers were they disposed to doit and 
were they to endeavor to do it ac- 
cordingly. Certainly the court could deal 
summarily for contempt with a stranger thus 
interfering without his being made a party to 
the pending case: Wecan see no reason why 
an-ofticer of the corporation whe refuses to do 
an actonits behalf which the court has or- 
ered it to perform, is not as obstructive to the 
due administration of justice as a stranger 
would be who should attempt to hinder the 
ofticer from doing the act. Inthe one case 
the officer hinders himself by his own contu- 
macy; in the ether he would be hindered by a 
third person, oy:by the action of a will outside 
of his own.”’ 

After further discussion of this ground, and 
the citation of the authorities an the subject, 
aud after passing over the second ground, which 
was not insisted upon by Mr. Tolleson’s coun- 
sel, Judge Simmons proceeds as follows; 

LOOSE AND HASTY. * 

‘The third ground is not free from difficulty. 
The whole proceedings in this case.seem to 
have been very loose and very hasty. ~The bill 
is exceedingly loose in its charges. as to the 
nature and character of the assets which it is 
alleged belonged to the defendant corporation ; 
it utterly fails to allege the nature, character, 
quality, quantity or amount of assets, except 
the oftice furniture and the safe and the note 
of Colvin. Good pleading would have re- 
quired a better and more specific description of 
the assets which the plaintiff wished the court 
to seize through its réciver, or that 
some reason be stated why such a 
description could not be made. The 
pleader seems t6 have endeavored toshow that 
there were no assets, for he alleges that the de- 
fendant advertised that it had a paid up capi- 
tal of $100,000 and $5,000 surplus, and on the 
next page of the bill alleges that said corpo- 
ration has not $100,000 capital paid in and 
$5,000 surplus in cash, or other available as- 
sets, and that Tolleson and Richards were the 
only stockholders of the corporation, that they 
were insolvent and never even gave in any 
property for taxes for the years 1888 and 1589, 
and that the execution dockets showed judg- 
ments against Toileson unpaid. 

‘The judgment of the court also was lacking 
in specifying the result of the court’s investi- 
gation upon the hearing; it fails to show what 
assets the court found to beleng to the corpo- 
ration or to be in Tolleson’s possession or un- 
der his control; or their character, quantity or 
amount.”’ 

THE CHARACTER OF ASSETS. 

“We think, however, that we can fairly infer, 
from some of the allegations in the bill, that 
the defendant had some assets; and giving the 
judgment of the court, the legal presumption 
to which it is entitled, we may infer that the 
court ascertained by proper evidence that Tol- 
leson did have at the time the rule was served 
upon him some assets of the corporation which 
he failed and refused te surrender, and that 
the order committing him to jail for refusal to 
obey the previous order was an implied judg- 
ment that he was in contempt for refusing. 
The order committing him to prison, therefore, 
was not void, as contended, but was only irreg- 
ular. It should have stated the characteror the 
amount of the assets which the judge had 
found to be in Tolleson’s possession in order 
that Tolleson and the receiver might know 
what Tolleson had to do to comply with the 
order and be discharged from custody. As it 
is now, the character and amount of the assets 
rest only in the breast of the judge, and if he 
should die or resign his office, his successor 
would not and could not know when to dis- 
charge Tolleson from imprisonment, or when 
there was a compliance by  Tolle- 
son with the order of his pre- 
decessor in surrendering the assets. 
The practice in cases where a party is or- 
dered to turn over goods toa receiver is usu- 
aily to require him to do it upon his own oath, 
or to refer it to a master to take the testimony 
as to the amount and character of the assets, 
and report to the court the amount of assets 
found in the possession of the party; and for 
the court thereupon tomake an order that 
such assets be turned over to the receiver in a 
certain length of time. 

‘*Thus the whole matter becomes of record 
and if the party refuses to obey the order and 


is imprisoned, he knows the character and: 


amount of assets he has to surrender in order 
to be discharged. In_ this case it appears that 
the court acted as the master himself, and 
heard the evidence on this subject, but failed 
to embody in his order what the proofs showed 
the assets consisted ef ~which Tolleson refused 
to surrender. We therefore: direct that the 
judge amend the order and specify therein the 
amount and character of the assets which he 
found to be in Tolléson’s possession, power 
and control, so that Tolleson must know what 
he must surrender in order to-be discharged.’’ 
EVERYTHING HAS BEEN CLOSED. 

It may be insisted that as we entertain these 
views in regard to the irregularity of this 
order committing Tolleson to prison, it would 
follow that the judgment should be reversed 
and he be discharged from further custody. 
This result might have been followed if Tol- 
leson. had shown any disposition to obey any 
partofthe order. As before remarked, the 
judge must have found that he had some of the 
assets of the corporation. If Tolleson had of- 
fered to comply with the judgment of the court 
by surrendering soOmething—anything sub- 
stantial—and the court had refused to dis- 
charge him, the case would. have been very 
different. Butas we have seen, so far as ap- 
pears from this record, he has never offered to 
do anything to satisfy the judge of his willing- 
ness to.comply with the order in any respect. 
As far asthe record-discioses, his mouth, his 
hands, his pockets and his safe fave ‘been 
closed throughout the whole: proceeding, ex- 
cept in the very: guarded answer made to the 
rule. « Fee See eee; Bey 
“Tt is insisted that before Tolleson was com- 
mitted to prison there should have been a 
judgment that he was in contempt-of court. 
While that, no doubt, is the better practice in 
cases of contempt generally, yet in the case we 
think the judgment necessarily implied an or- 
der passed by the judge. Besides, this is not 
a case for the punishment.of Tolleson, but is a 
remedial proceeding allowed by law for the 
purpose of forcing him to surrender for the 
benefit of creditors property’ to which he had 
no claim. 

‘Tt is ordered that the judgment be affirmed, 
with direction to the trial. judge to.amend his 
order by inserting therein the amout and 
character of the assets which he found Tolle. 
son had at the time of the trial.

Destroyed By Debt. 

Not many years ago Governor Alonzo B- 
Cornell, of New York, was a power in the 
land. He ruled over a state equal to an 
empire, and his voice was a factor in our na- 
tional councils. 

A few days ago it was discovered that the 
ex-governor was hiding somewhere from his 
creditors. He had lost money in unfortu- 
mate enterprises, and had rolled up debts 
which he was unable to pay. Finally the 
collapse came, and the sheriff's officers 
started out to hunt for Cornell. 

The man had committed no crime. He 
had simply got himself into a tangle from 
which hesaw no escape. The numerous 
duns and suits upset his mental balance for 
the time, and without actually resorting to 
flight, he concealed himself, and left his 
creditors to pursue their relentless hunt, 

Doubtless an arrangement will be made 
that will give the debt :r‘ime to straighten his 
affairs, but the fact that a man of such 
prominence and strength has been driven 
nearly to insanity or suicide by the pressure 
of debt conveys a warning lesson to every- 
body. 

The moralists talk about the deadly work 
of certain vices, but they makea mistake 
when they fail to rank debt among the de- 
stroyers of civilized manhood. Proud and 
strong men are every day undone by debt 
and nothing else. Debt fills the asylum, the 
penitentiary and the suicide’s grave. It 


drags men down not only to poverty, but to. 


the lowest depths of vice and wretchedness. 
John Randolph once said that the philoso- 
pher’s stone was nothing more nor less than 
the old maxim: ‘‘Pay as you go.’ He 
was more than half right. If Cornell and 
thousands of others had stuck to that maxim 
they would not now be hiding their faces 
from the world in unutterable shame and 
misery. 

The man who shuns debt is almost certain 
to escape the worst evils of life. 


The Silver Situation. 

While the eastern organs of capital and 
speculation regard the silver situation in 
Washington as ‘‘threatening,’’ the rest of 
the country is disposed to look on it as very 
hopeful. The two republican caucuses that 
were recently held to discuss the silver ques- 
tion, showed very plainly that the leaders of 
that party have discovered that they can no 
longer afford to ignore the wishes of the peo- 
ple in this matter, and it is this fact that 
has so seriously disturbed the eastern organs. 

In other words, the house and senate cau- 
euses have demonstrated the fact that the 
silver men have the upper hand in this con- 
gress. The east no longer controls, and, as 
a natural consequence, there are strong 
hopes that congress, in the midst of its par- 
tisan and jobbing legislation, will give to the 
country a heathy silver measure. 

The Bland bill, unsatisfactory as it is, has, 
mevertheless, done an immense amount of 
good in preventing the complete degradation 
of silver, but it has not succeeded in remone- 
fizing the metal by placing it on a par with 
gold. This can only be done by opening the 
mints to silver as they are open to gold, but 
itis too much to expect that this will be 
done at thistime. It is more likely that 
some sort of a compromise will be reached, 
whereby the coinage will be increased with- 
out opening the mints to free coinage. 

This is better than no legislation at all. 
The Bland bill has served its purpose. It 
has steadied the silver market all over the 
world, according to the president of the 
bank of France, and it has shown the people 
that the financiers who prophesied disaster 
if the compulsory coinage act became a law, 
didn’t know what they were talking about. 
Gold was to be driven out of the country, 
and a tremendous financial panic was to en- 
sue. Nothing of the sort has happened, but 
just the reverse. But another step forward 
— be made, and it must be in the direc- 

n of free coinage.

This is not entirely satisfactory to the sil- 
ver men, who naturally want free coinage, 
but, as a step in the right direction it will 
do very well, and they will doubtless accept 
it as in the nature of a compromise. 


The Annexation of Cuba. 

The annexation of Cuba is again under 
distutnien. 

About once in every dozen years the news- 
papers are full of this Cuban matter, but it 
always turns out that Spain has no notion 
of selling the island. Just why the annexa- 
tion scheme should attract attention now, it 
is hard to explain. It is true that the 
Cubans are restiess and dissatisfied, but this 
is nothing new. They are misgoverned and 
heavily taxed, but there is no help for it. 

Our past negotiations with Spain have 
not been such as to encourge us. President 
Polk tried to purchase Cuba, but the Spanish 
government would not consider the proposi- 
tion. Later Buchanan, Soule and Mason 
signed the Ostend manifesto which declared 
it to be the duty of this country to annex 
the island if Spain could not be induced to 
sell, 

But we are.no nearer the acquisition of 
this tempting bit of territory than we were 
before. Undoubtedly, from 
point of view, Cuba would be valuable. Its 
acquisition would enable the people in a few 
years to save enough in the cost of sugar to 
equal the amount of the putchase money. 

The race question unhappily is an objec- 
tion. Do we care to complicate our present 
problem by extending our government over 
an alien population of Spanards and ne- 
groes? This question disturbs many of our 
people, and causes them to regard the an- 
nexation project unfavorably. It is plain 
that the parties interested are not yet ready 
for decisive action, 


An Infamous Job. 

A correspondent writes to ask us why it is 
that congress is even considering a measure 
to impose an excise tax on compound lard, 
which is known to be a cheap and whole- 
some article of food. 

The question is a very simple and direct 
one, and demands a simple and direct 
answer. Congress is not only considering 
the measure, but seems to be on the point of 
passing it, and the reason is that the bill isa 
job with a big pile of money behind it. If 
congressmen could not be bought this infa- 
mous piece of jobbery would have been 
killed in committee; if there were né money 
behind the measure, it would not be neces- 
sary for the people of a whole section to pro- 
test against the destruction of an important 
industry. 

This is a plain, simple and direct answer 
to the question put by our correspondent. 
There is not an intelligent congressman in 
Washington but knows that the Conger lard 
bill is an infamous job intended to put money 
in the pockets of a combination of western 
pork packers, not only at the expense of the 
people, but to the destruction of one of the 
most important industries that has ever been 
developed in the south. The consideration 
of the bill has been bought and paid for, and 
if it becomes a law its passage will be bought 
and paid for, 

These things are perfectly clear to those 
who keep an eye on legislation in Washing- 
ton. The lard bill is a matter of money. It 
is backed by the millions of the great west- 
ern pork packers, and this combination has 
been, and is now represented at Washington 
by a brigade of trained lobbyists. The pre- 
tense that the billis in favor of healthful 
food has been long ago exploded. It has 
been shown that the lard which the bill is 
intended to protect is made from the offal of 
hogs, and from hogs that are found dead “in 
the cars and in the pens, The methods of 
the pork packers have been thoroughly ven- 
tilated, and yet, by means of their money, 
judiciously applied where it would do the 
most good, they have succeeded in securing 
a favorable report from the house committee 
on agriculture. 

On the other hand it has been shown by 
chemical analysis, and by the testimony of 
experts, that the compound lard is a cheap 
and wholesome article of food that is bought 
by the people on its merits. The only diffi- 
culty in the world, and the only objection to 
it, is the fact that it is cheap enough and 
wholesome enough to be the food of the poor, 
It is too cheap and too popular to suit the 
views of the pork packers, who manufacture 
the filthy stuff that issold under the name 
of pure lard, and they have made a crusade 
against it in congress—a crusade that is so 
powerfully backed up by money that it 
threatens to be successful. 

It is an infamous piece of jobbery all the 
way through. 


Mexican Progress. 

Our neighbors, the Mexicans, are half a- 
century behind us in some things, and in 
other matters they are a little ahead. 

The postoffice business of Mexico has 
some fancy kinks connected with it that 
would dazzle Postmaster-General Wana- 
maker, For instance, a phonograph is to be 
placed in each principal . postoffice in Mex- 
ico. This will be for the accommodation of 
the numerous citizens who cannot read and 
writé. The illiterate Mexican will go to the 
postoffice, talk his message into the receiver 
of the phonograph, and when the cylinder 
reaches its destination the person addressed 
will be sent for, and the message will be re- 
peated to him by another machine. 

This is progress in an eccentric line, but 
it is not likely to be imitated by our post- 
office department, and in fact there is little 
reason why it should be. 

Another postal convenience in Mexico is 
an immense insurance company which guar- 
antees the senders of valuable letters and 
packages against loss in the mails. 

These little matters are of interest as 
pointers. They show that the people south 
of us are in touch with the age, and. forgiug | 
ahead in their own way. They bays found.

RIFLES COME BACK. 


THEY* ANSWER CHARGES MADE 
AGAINST THEM, 


And Furnish Evidence Supporting Their 
. ° Charge of Unfair Treatment at Jack- 
sonville—Other Opinions. 


The Atlanta Rifles have distinctly charged 
that they were robbed of the first grize in the 
recent drill at Jacksonville. 

That prize, they say, was wrongfully given 
to the Southern Cadets of Macon. 

The Atlanta Rifles have affirmed,and now 
reiterate, that they won the first prize fairly, 
and were therefore entitled to receive it. 

That these propesitions can be domonstrated 
by the strongest possible proofs—proofs based 
upon the admission of the judges. of the con- 
, test themselves. 
| The beard of judges announced the percentage 
as follows: The Southern Cadets 95 per ceut. 
the Atlanta Rifles 94 per cent. 

The Jacksonville Times-Union, of the ‘12th 
instant, after stating that the decision’ was a 
great surprise to every one, and was received 
with universal dissatisfaction, as all thought 
the Atlanta Rifles had won the first prize, 
uses these words: 

The officers who rendered this decision admit 
that the Rifles put up a better drill) than the 
Southern Cadets, and their movements were very 
near Fs rfection. They claim however, 
that ‘aptain Spencer overlooked .. two 
commands on the programme, and tiie 
omission of thesé brought the score down -to 
ninety-four per. cent. this error had not-oe- 


curred the Atlanta boys would have bad an almost 
perfect score of ninety-nine per cent, 


These statements must -be accepted: as per- 
fectly trne because the judges of the drill, who 
were still in Jacksonville when they were 
printed, would certainly have denied them 
had théy been false. 

Now, admitting that Captain Spencer did 
OV erlook two cominands, still the Rifles claim 
that . they - won the first = prize 
fairly’ and squarely, because Captain Sims, 
of the Southern Cadets, overlooked four com- 
mands on the programme and omitted to give 
them. 

Here is the proof, and it came from high 
military authority—an accomplished officer of 
the strictest integrity, who will give his name 
if necessary. 

He says: 

‘“‘I was present and watched the drill of the 
Southern Cadets very closely. Captain Sims 
omitted to give four commands. I observed 
these omissions and distincily remember the 
commands. They were first, left whee!, double 
time; second, oblique movement in column of 
fours; third, direct fire kneeling, and -fourth, 
breaking two fours from one flank to rear. * I 
am positive about this, and while I do not wish 
to rush into print, I will give my name if any 
denial is made. 

‘‘The omissions were not only made, but they 
were discussed in the presence of the judges, 
and the judges admitted that they were 
made.’’ 


“So, from the standpoint of the judges them- 


“the first prize should have been 
awarded to the Atlanta Rifles, for 
it is clear that if the two omissions of Captain 
Spencer reduced their percentage only one 
point below that of the Southern Cadets, the 
four omissions of Captain Sims would have 
brought down the percentage of his company 
far below that of the Rifles—giving them the 
first prize. The inference therefore is irresist- 
ible that the judges, in the light of their own 
admissions, awarded the first prize toa com- 
pany whichin their own judgment, made 
twice as many omissions as the Atlanta Rifles 
which they stated had put up a better 


f dril] than the Southern Cadets. 


“Here then, is the plainest possible proof 
that the Atlanta Rifles were robbed of the 
; first prize, not meres assertion, not wild pas- 
sion, but an unvarnished demonstration that 
the judges at the Jacksonville drill, under 
color of false authority, knowingly and wil- 
fully ordered two thousand dollars to be paid 
to the Southern Cadets, which the Atlanta 
Rifles had fairly and squarely won, not 
only in the opinion of “all who  wit- 
nessed the contest—not.only in the opinion of 
the Jacksonville papers of the morning before 
the decision—but even in the judgment of the 
judges themselves. If this was not robbery, 


. pure and simple, what was it?”

DEPEW ON THE SOUTH. 


From an Interview in New York Mail and Express. 

“The industrial south, commonly called the new 
south, has developed with wonderful rapidity and 
very little notoriety. Florida and portions of 
South Carolina, Georgia and Alabama—but par- 
ticularly Florida—must, in future, attract the im- 
migration of farmers’ sons who now leave the 
middle and New England states for the far west 
and the Pacific coast. Land is cheap, and, with 
intelligent care and irrigation, productive of 
the fruits, berries, vegetables, and other things 
which pay well upon limited acreage beyond 
anything known in the northern or western 
states. I believe that Florida will attract this 
immigration of farmers’ sons. An orange grove 
takes some capital and more patience, butif cn® 
can wait and live off the rest of the land during 
the seven years required for an orange grove to 
reach a profitable period, an income of about $400 
per acre above expenses is reasonably as- 
sured to its owner for the rest of his 
life. Of course bad years and seasons of 
frost may reduce this estimate considerably, 
but even under the most unfavorable condi- 
tions the orange grove yields a very large profit. 
Some young men, with a little capital, who were 
compelled to go to Florida for their health, bought 
about forty acres and planted it with grapes. The 
result after three years has been an excellent living 
with but little labor. Others have taken from 
twenty to fifty acres, put down ariesian 
wells,which can be sunk anywhere at 
a cost of from $2,500 to $6,000, and by run- 
ning the water through their lands have pro- 
duced early vegetables and berries for the north- 
ern markets, with a cash profit so large that I 
would not dare state it without more careful in- 
vestigation. As these isolated facts become 
known, and it is demonstrated that the same re- 
sults can be duplicated without limit, Florida will 
becoine a great and prosperous state, with a homo- 
geneous population made up of vigorous youths 
from the northern and western farms.

About the Macon and Birmingham—Colonel 
Machen’s Road—Gantersville to 


It is believed now that the Savannah, Amer- 
leus and Montgomery are going to commence 
the actual construction, within a few weeks, 
of an extension from Sterling—their present 
sastern terminus, where they meet the Eden 
axtension of tlre Central—on to Darien, 
Things certainly look that way now. 

The benefit the Savannah, Americus and 


' Montgomery would be two-fold. In the first 


‘place a line of their own to the sea coast would 
put them in a condition to dictate terms to the 
Central’s extension. Then the extension 
would pay as an altogether separate invest- 
ment, opening up a heavily timbered country 
and giving control of a valuable territory. 

Already the Americus Investment company 
has bought rights-of-way from “land owners 
above the Ohoopee, and as far as Reidsville, 
the county seat of Tatnajl. At Reidsville de- 
pot facilities have been’ purehased, it is said, 
from H. J. Lee and others, and from Reftds- 
ville the agents ot the investment company 
leftin the direction of Beard’s creek, the di- 
viding line between Tatnal! and Liberty coun- 
ties, taking rights-of-way as they went along. 
Rights-of-way, it is said, are now being secured 
in Liberty county to Walthourville. They have 
also bought 500 acres of ground in the imme- 
diate vicinity of the junction of the Americus 
road with the Savannah and Western. | 

This route is much the same as that projected 
by the Darien Short Line. It will be remem- 
bered that President Walker of the Darien 
Short Line contemplated pushing the short line 
up to Sandersville, intersecting the Savannah, 
Americus and Montgomery somewhere about 
Sterling. 

The Hinesville Gazette says: There seems 
to be great activity in the proposed road, which 
we are at a loss to designate. It may be the 
Sterling extension or the Darien Short Line 
Colonel Hawkins, the president of 
the Savannah, Americus and Montgomery 
railroad, who by the way isa man who keeps 
his own counsel. appears to be aiming for deep 
water. It i:said that the right-of-way from 
Sterling to Reidsville has been secured and 
ground for a depot purchased at that point,and 
a preliminary survey towards Beard’s creck 
begun. Ofcourse the presumption must be 
that a connéction with the Darien Short Line 
is sought after. There is a surveying party of 
the Darien Short Line on the line from Joselyn 
toward Reidsville, not far from Gum Branch 
church at this time. 

About Colonel Machen’s Road. 

Colonel Machen said recently in reply to an 
inquiry about the building of the Middle 
Georgia and Atlantic, that it is expected to 
complete the entire line of 252 miles from 
Atlanta to Savannah, within twelve months, 
and he explained that railroad building now, 
with improved machinery, is not what it used 
to be,and he added that the Middle Georgia and 
Atlantic road, is to be built as they build 
roads in the west, with all the vigor and 
construction that improved facilities enable 
the work to be done. 

General Manager McEvoy said that he is 
not apprised of any arrangement between his 
line and the South Bound where it will use the 
South Bound’s terminal facilities. Hesaid 
that as matters now stand the Middle Georgia 
and Atlantic is an independent venture and is 
secking its own terminus here. The capital is 
behind it to push it forward, and he believes 
that the entire distance, 282 miles, will be laid 
with heavy seventy-pound gun steel rails 
within the time specified. 

Through Georgia to Savannah. 

President George H. Nettleton and Chief 
Engineer R. H. Elliott, of the Kansas City, 
Memphis and Birmingham railroad, have gone 


, to Savannah. 


An ofiicial of the road is quoted as saying: 

“Our people have been very anxious for a 
long time to get a direct outlet to the sea. 
Last year surveys were made from Birming- 
ham to Brunswick and Savannah with a view 
to building an extension. The line, as located, 
passes through LaGrange and Macon in pretty 
much ever the route now being followed by the 
Magon and Birmingham.’’ 

Itis generally believed that the Kansas 
City, Memphis and Birmingham is largely in- 
terested in the: building of the Macon and 


_ Birmingham, and since the latter company 
has arranged to build a line from Macon to 


Savannah, the construction company having 
been formed this week, thus forming a direct 
and independent line from Birmingham to 
Savannah, there is every reason_to suppose a 


. deal is pending between the Kansas City peo- 


ey and the Macon company. Chief Engineer 
lliott has been figuring around (Savannah 
and Macon for some time, and although the 
officials decline to talk, something isup. The 
Kansas City, Memphis and Birmingham peor 
ple work very quietly. Itis a settled fact that 
they are going to the Atlantic soon, and as 
they have failed to make proper traffic ar- 
rangements with the Central, their only two 
chances seem either to pool with the Macon 
and Birmingham or build an independent line 
of their own. 
Guntersville to Port Royal. 

It ts stated authoritatively that the money 
is in hands now to begin work on the long- 
talked-of.air line from Guntersville to Port 
Royal. 

It begins to look like the line will be. built. 
A Fort Payne gentleman is quoted as authority 
for the statement that Colonel Rice has just

* necessary funds to build the road. The charter 


has already been obtained and the right-of-way 
secured along the entire route. Surveyors are 
to be placed in the field at once and work 
actively commenced. The road will cross the 
Queen and Crescent at Fort Payne. 

If the road is built it will come through At- 
lanta.

Grier, believed to be the only ex-confederate 
soldier now serving a term in aarlatees ht uid 
tentiary.

THE LETTER. 
OAKDALE, Ga., April 3, 18990.—Dear Sir: Being 
about the only old ex-confeijerate now in the 


Georgia penitentiary, and learning that you are 


taking an active part in getting up the grand re- 
union of old ex-confederates in Atlanta, April 
26th, [ desire to ask your assistance, and will ever 
be grateful to you, if you will kindiy help me in 
securing my liberty. 

As I told you in the beginning, I am about the 
only ex-confederate now in prison. I was sent. 
here for eight years, and have served all of my 
time with the exception of about twelve months, 
but my health is now.in sucha condition, that I 
am afraid that if I have to remain the full length 
of my time, I will be unfit for anything when I get 
out. 

When I was fifteen years of age, I entered Cap- 
tain H. B. Ridley’s command of company, which 
was of one that composed the Sixth Georgia regi- 
ment, Colonel George P. Harrison commander. 
When the state troops were mustered into regular 
seryice,I wastoo young,so0 was not allowed to 
enter with my company. As soonas I became 
old enough,I entered the Thirty-second Geor- 
gia, Captain Cornwell's company. I served 
in that regiment through the entire war, ustil 
the surrender at Greensboro, and never missed 
anengagement that the Thirty-second Georgia 
was in. The first reguiar engagement was at 
Olustee, Fla., where I was. slightly wounded. I 
was afterwards in the battles of James island, 
Johns island, Bentonville and Aversboro. When 
Stoneman’s raid went through Georgia, I was at 
home on sick furlough, and joined the army under 
Colonel Breckinridge. I was with this command 
when Stoneman sufrundered at Sunshine church. 
I was alsc in garrison at Fort Sumter thirteen 
months, being a sharp-shooter part of the time; 
was there the night of the evacuation. Now, Mr. 
Burke, Lassure you if you will renderme the assis- 
tance, lask,I shall never give you cause to.regret 
having done 80. I have been here for several 
years, and am now anxious to show to the world 
that Ican and will make a good citizen of my 
state. I respectfully refer you as to who lam, te 
Colonel Bacon, of Albany, Ga. ; Lieutenant Colonel 
W. D. Cornwell and Judge Blackwell, of Jasper; 
Mr. Sam Fulton, of Atlanta, who servgd through 
the war with me, and to Mr. E. B. Stanley, who 
can inform you as to my conduct while here. 

Let me again beg of yon to render me such as- 
sistance a8 you can, and I assure you my whole 
life shall) be devoted to showing you my apprecia- 
tion and gratitude. Hoping to hear from you 
soon, { remain very respectfully yours,

A STATEMENT. 

Mr. Burke could give no information about 
the man or his case, and did not know him 
personally.

*‘Once before,’’ he said, ‘Grier was in the. 
penitentiary and was pardoned out.”’ 

Captain Milledge stated that there 
is now pending,in the governor’s office, an 
application for pardon in Grier’s case.

Finally the letter was referred to a commit- 
tee, consisting of Messrs. Milledge, Landrum 
and Harbin.

Fions. L. E. Bleckley, Chief Justice, and 
M.H. Blandford and T. J. Simmons, Asso- 
ciate Justices~Reported by Peeples and 
Steven s, Reporters of the Court. 


Macon and Birmingham Railroad Co., et ‘Al., 
ys. Stamp, et al. Injunction. Railroads. 
Corporations. Statutes. Constitutional Law. 
Contracts.{Municipal Corporations. Actions. 
Parties. Jurisdiction. Waiver. Practice. 
Bieckley, C. J.—A railroad corporation hav- 

ing power byits charter granted in 1888 to 
locate and construct its road where it may 
think proper, may, by amendment to its 
aharter made after the company has located 
but before it has constructed its road, be con- 
fined to aparticular route on certain prescribed 
conditions as toa portion of the line through a 
given county. This results from the reserved 
power of the state, declared in §$1651, 1682 of 
the code, to withdraw the franchises or change, 
modify or destroy the corporation at the will 
of its creator. 

9 Theright of the state so to amend the 
charter is notin any degree abridged or af- 
fected by executory contracts between the 
company and a construction company, and 
between the latter and sub-contractors, touch- 
ing the construction and equipment of the 
read. Inso far as the amendment may ren- 
der the performance of these contracts impos- 
gible, the impossibility will result from act of 
law, and performance to that extent will be 
excused. Ail parties contracting with a cor- 
poration must take notice of the conditions on 
which it holds its franchises, and of its sub- 
jection to the legislative will, 

%. Any allowable modification of the char- 
terof a private corporation may be made by 
amendment adding a proviso to one of its sec- 
tions. The form of the amending act has no 
influence on its construction or effect. 

4. A substantial, not a literal, conformity of 
a law to its title is required by the constitution. 
"The title indicating thata railroad is to run 
into and through a named town, and the body 
of the act providing for runningit into and 
through the corporate limits, or within one 
mile of the courthouse, on certain conditions, 


the tit'e covers the matter of the enactment. 


5. The amending act under construction 
does not contemplate that the town of Thom- 
aston shall or may devote municipal funds to 
the purpose specified, but that the town as a 
community, or the citizens, may, if they think 
proper, contribute yoluntarily from their pri- 
yate ineans and thereby raise a duty on the 
part of the railroad company tocomply with 
the act. 

G. The citizens of Thomaston have, asa 
lass, a special and particular interest in the 
matter involved in this cause, and can support 
an action fer the protection of that interest. 

7. The class being composed of numerous in- 
viduals, some may snein behalf of all, the in- 
terest involved being common to the whole 
class. 

8. Nothing appears to show that the judge 
erred in entertaining jurisdiction of the cause. 
Any objection founded on the non-residence of 
the principal defendants, in the county, could 
be waived and was waived if these defendants 
answered without raising and urging that ob- 
jection. 

4. There was no need for enjoining the man- 
damus proceedings, and the injunction granted 
was, tothat extent, improper. Direction is 
given to modify the injunction accordingly. - 

10. Under the special circumstances, as a 
g@ondition of continuing the interlocutory 
injunction in force after the amount of money 
necessary to be dcposited in bank by the citi- 
zens is ascertained, there ought to be bond 
and security required that the deposit will be 
wnade atthe proper time. Direction is given 
that it be so ordered, and that for any failure 
to comply with the order, the injunction be 
dissolved.

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The Day on the F ‘loor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, April 14.—The stock market to- 
day was stronger and more active than usual of 
late. and a material improvement was made in all 
portions of the list. T.e great feature of the day 

was the improvement in the western railroad sit- 
mation, and the growing feeling that an early set- 
tlement of the difficulties among the contending 
roads in that section are near a satisfactory solu- 
tion. It was at firet reported that everything had 
been settled, and the shorts went into cover, 
showing that they are not by any means confident 
of their position, and the bulls took ho'd with more 
vim than has been seen on the long side for weeks, 
taking the market away from the bears, and the 
probability is that notwithstanding the material 
rise in prices brought about that short interests 
lhas been very little reduced by the day’s opera- 
tions. The rise in the early portion of the day 
was resisted with considerable force, but the 
effort was wnavailing and was soon given up. 
The upward movement in prices was 
practically uninterrupted, and only in 
the last hour was there anything 
like a halt. A report that all roads had agreed to 
restore freight rates to the Missouri river gave rise 
to another stimulus toward noon, the stocks to 
which there has been most marked selling of late 
being the most conspicuous in the rise—Rockland, 
Missouri Pacific, Burlington, St. Paul and Lacka- 
wanna were most prominent in the dealings, and 
in those shares the most important movements 
were nade, the rest of the list being compara- 
tively quiet within narrow limits, althouuh the 
entire market participated in the improvement. 
Among the specialties there were upward and 
sudden movements, and bituminous coal shares 
led in that respect, both Tennessee and Colorado 
Cval showing marked improvement at the close, 
though the former was dull. Manhattan was 
strong on reports of large earnings, and Jersey 
Central and New England were higher on mside 
buying and small business, The unlisted depart- 
ment was comparatively neglected, although there 
was more business done in it than usual of late. 
The market, after an effort to resist the upward 
moveinent, closed, showed no change in its 
temper, and finally closed quiet but steady 
to firm and generally at but a shade under the 
best figures, some realizing in the last liour, 
farging the stronger stocks off a little. It was 
freely stated upon the street today that J. Pierre- 
pont Morgan’s departure for Europe lately had 
for one of its objects the placing of about $40,000,- 
000 of the various railroad bonds on the foreign 
markets. Moncey worked satisfactorily through- 
out, aud notwithstanding the low state of bank 
receipts and the demand for leans, rates on calls 
got cnty as high as six per cent and closed at 3% 
bid.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, April 14.—Wheat active, and all the 
months, May June and July, shared in the activity, 
though the interest is shifting into July, anda 
greater part of the trading centered in this month. 
Speculation was again wild and fluctuations in 
prices rapid and violent, and reached a higher 
point than has yet been touched on the up turn. 
The feature of the market today was the varying 
difference between the different futures, and the 
selling of July close to May. June ranged from 
the same to 4c premium, and also sold at ec dis- 
count. July sold early at 5@5%4c discount below 
May, and later 6%4c discount was made, but grad- 
ually improved, selling to within 2%4c of May price, 
and closed at 14c discount. The opening for May 
was 14,@3'4¢ higher, and July 1@2e higher. May 
sold up %c more and then broke off 4c and closed 
134c higher. July sold off 144c and then advanced 
8c and closed about 3c higher than Saturday. 
The highest point reached today shows 164c ad- 
vance from the lowest point reached some two 
months ago, and July advanced 12%4c in the same 
period. Speculation of course had everything to 
do with the advance today, and shorts, thoroughly 
frightened again, commenced to cover, and there 
was considerable excitement at various intervals. 
There has no doubt been active buying of May to 
cover shorts, and at the same time, while there was 
a good deal of July sold, the later market devel- 
oped active buying for thatfuture. Outside busi 
ness was very large, and there is no denying that 
country is trading heavily. Foreign advices were 
of a favorable tenor, quotiag higher prices ard 
firm markets, 

Corn—There was an immense business today, 
the volume of trading heavier than at any time in 
the late advance. The feeling was decidedly strong- 
er, and transactions were at considerably higher 
prices, with May and July recefving the most at- 
tention. The speculative market opened active 
and excited at an advance of Yjc over Saturday’s 
closing prices,and under an urgent general de- 
mand from shorts advanced quietly 4c, but at the 
top New York receivers and local longs sold freely 
and prices reacted to about opening quotations. 
More outside buying orders then came on the mar- 
ket, and prices sold up %@%c, ruled easier and 
closed 144,@%c better than Saturday. There was 
more doing on outside account than any day in 
weeks. 

Oats were fairly active and unsettled. .Opened 
firmer and j@%c higher, May and July ad- 
vanced 4c more, reacted and declined %@3%{c. 
Later.a stronger feeling developed and prices ad- 
vanced 44,<@%¢c, but the market steady at a net 
gain of %4@%,c over Saturday’s closing. 

Mess pork—Quite an active business was trans- 
acted early, but the market was considerably un- 
setticd. Offerings were not very large and the de- 
mand was rather urgent, The opening sales were 
made at }@7Ec deciine on Saturday’s figures, but 
quickly advanced $1.00@1.25 with moderate trad- 
ing at the advancing scale. Later prices receded 
75c@$1 and closed comparatively steady. 

Lard—aAa rather good trade was reported, and the 
feeling was stronger. The opening sales were 
made at 5a7'4c advance and a further improve- 
ment of 714@10c was quickly gained. Later the 
feeling was easier, and prices receded 2\@5c and 
closed comparatively steady. 

Short rib sides—Quite a good trade was reported, 
and the feeling was decidedly stronger during the 
early part of the day. The opening sales were 
made at 5@844c advance, and was quickly followed 
by a further appreciation of 74¢@12} ygc. Later the 
demand slackened somewhat and prices receded 
8144 10c, and the market closed rather firm.
